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The question, no doubt, will arise, why so large a 
balance was held in the treasury? And in reply, al- 
low us to say, that it was to help reduce our rate of 
interest fer the coming year, by the same method that 
has been pursued through the last year. At the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year about half of our outstand- 
ing notes were at a rate of 7 and 73-10 interest. Not 
one of them, to our knowledge, is above 6 per cent. 
to-day, and we supposed that as a matter of course 
the town would vote to hire money at a rate of inter- 
est not exceeding 5 per cent., and exempt the same 
from taxation, as provided by law.

SCHOOL COMMITTER’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Rochester: 


‘The schools, as a whole, have been quite as success- 
ful as in former years; and as efficient, perhaps, as 
could reasonably be expected under our present sys- 
tem of school management. True, many have failed 
to reach that degree of proficiency to which we wish 
all might attain; others, however, more fortunate in 
teachers and other circumstances, have been model 
schools. : 

The aids to good schools are very numerous; some 
of which we will notice. 

A neat, pleasant and well arranged school-room is a 
material aid. It shows that the citizens themselves 
have a lively interest in the schools; pupils, and also 
teachers, catch the same spirit, and the cause of pop- 
ular education seems vested with new importance.— 
Scholars become more studious, and teachers more 
zealous and enthusiastic. In fact, give a school a new 
house, and with it you give a new impetus to the 
school. On the other hand, let scholars who are ac- 
customed to neat, comfortable homes, be assigned to 
school-rooms not better than many a stable in town, 
and possessiug none of the conveniences requisite to a 
school-room, and what importance can they be expect- 
ed to attach to the acquisition of an education? And 
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how can they be expected to be zealous for study, or 
the teacher enthusiastic in his work, when citizens treat 
the cause so shabbily ? If a poor school is to be found, 
as a rule, it will be in the old black, dilapidated and 
inconvenient school-house. We are happy to state 
that we have but few such in town, but it is high time 
those few gave place to better structures. 

Ample space of black-board is a very important aid. 

It should be sufficiently extensive to allow whole 
classes in mathematics to work on it at the same time. 
Teachers are thus, with little loss of time, enabled to 
discover the superficial scholars, and to correct the 
habit. It is also very useful to classes in geography, 
grammar and spelling. A convenience so necessary, 
and obtainable at trifling expense, has been strangely 
overlooked in many otherwise neat and well arranged 
school-rooms throughout the town. 

Thorough, systematic supervision is an indispensable 
aid to efficient schools. Few have any adequate idea 
of the amount of time wasted for want of it. Scholars 
are eager to make rapid advancement in their studies, 
often to the sacrifice of thoroughness; parents fre- 
quently importune teachers to the same end; and the 
ereat mass of teachers, thus induced, or through their 
own indiscretion, permit their pupils, by a system of 
cramming, to pass hurriedly over fundamental princi- 
ples, and often through all the elementary studies with 
little or no understanding of principles, and often so 
superficially as to acquire very little knowledge which 
can be of any profit to them in the active duties of 
life, or which they can even retain in memory to the 
end of the term. School privileges thus improved 
are of little consequence. Pupils are thus disqualified 
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to make progress in more advanced rules and studies 
for want of a proper knowledge of first principles. 
These they must turn back to and go over again. And 
this process is oft times repeated in the same super- 
ficial manner as at first. Such scholars constantly 
find themselves beyond their depth, and know not 
how to extricate themselves. They have no proper 
habits of study, and no true conception of the modes 
to be pursued to acquire knowledge. And yet, this 
is just the condition of a majority of the scholars 
in a majority of the schools in this and other towns. 

A faithful, competent supervisor, by devoting all his 
time to the interests of the schools, would be able to 
learn the qualifications of all the scholars in town, and 
to give directions to teachers when to keep them upon 
first principles and when to advance them. Under 
such supervision scholars scarcely able to read intelli- 
gently in the Fourth Reader would not be found in the 
Sixth, nor stumbling through Miscellaneous Examples 
at the end of Greenleaf’s National Arithmetic without 
a proper knowledge of Vulgar Fractions; nor would 
they be allowed to attend our district schools from the 
fourth to the twenty-first year of their age with only 
one-half the studies they are capable of pursuing, and 
to waste one-half their time in annoying teachers and 
disturbing the schools. System would be instituted 
where there is no system. All the best schools in the 
state are thus supervised. 

Hifficient teachers are always indispensable aids to 
good schools. Persons having the qualities requisite 
for good teachers are rare indeed. Not that the mass 
of our teachers lack literary attainments so much as 
enthusiasm, discretion and tact in management of 
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schools. Persons quite deficient in literary qualifica- 
tions often succeed well in the school-room, but per- 
sons lacking the other qualifications, never. 

And yet Prudential and Superintending committees 
have but little means of knowing whether or not 
teachers have these qualifications. The former are 
generally ignorant upon this point, and know not how 
important it is that their teachers possess these quali- 
fications to insure gcod schools; while the latter, 
though recognizing their importance, have usually no 
means of ascertaining other than the literary qualifica- 
tions of the candidates presenting themselves for ex- 
amination, and for the most part are as much in the 
dark in reference to their other qualifications as are 
the Prudential committee. These can only be learned 
by personal observation of their school room manage. 
ment, or from the like observations of other compe- 
tent school judges. But in a majority of cases the 
committee have no opportunity for such personal ob- 
servation, the candidates often being entire strangers 
to them, and seldom have any chance to learn of oth- 
ers. 

We think their should be a remedy for this. In 
many of the states applicants, at the outset, have to 
present, to those empowered to engage teachers, cer- 
tificates from State or County Supervisors. Upon these 
certificates is indicated the possessor’s ability for 
school management, provided they have ever taught 
in the State. 

The law provides that any school district may raise 
money for school purposes in addition to that required 
to be raised by law. Someof the large districts would 
do weil to avail themselves of this provision: for in- 
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stance, that at East Rachester where the amount of 
school money expended for each scholar is less than 
in any other district in town. The like recommenda- 
tion might doubtless be made to the Gonic and other 
school districts. 

Lastly, might not some of our small school districts 
be united, to their mutual advantage, thereby securing 
longer schools and more money with which to ob- 
tain abler teachers ? Very small schools are usually 
devoid of the interest manifested in those of medium 
size.

The schools for the year have been successful, and 
as great a degree of progress made, it is believed, as 
in any former year; nor has this progress been had at 
the sacrifice of thoroughness. 

~The course of study introduced two years ago has 
materially enhanced even the progress of the pupils in 
their studies, but its especial aim was to secure 
thoroughness ; and in this respect, even now, it has 
been eminently successful. The readiness and thorough- 
ness of the pupils at the last examination was very 
marked, especially in the lower grades, where the 
course has become more completely established, and 
its fruits more observable. In fact, the pupils of the 
Grammar School, now asa whole, can successfully com- 
pete in scholarship with the average scholar in the 
High School three years ago. If not interfered with 
the good effects of the course, we feel sure, will ere 
long extend to, and be equally as beneficial to the 
higher grades. Then we trust the High School will 
rise to a level with other similar schools in the State. 
The great hinderance to good schools in this district 
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has been the want of suitable school room accommoda- 
tions. This want, however, has been in part supplied 
by the erection of a neat and substantial school build- 
ing on Maple street, with two spacious and convenient 
school rooms. The parents,and especially the scholars, 
ought to rejoice in its completion ; and they may be 
sure the teachers and committee will join in the com- 
mon joy. 

But the old uninviting house on Wakefield street, 
with its two rooms crowded so full of seats as to leave | 
little other space, devoid of the conveniences of the 
country, school-rooms of to-day, is still entailed upon 
us, but we hope and trust for no great length of time. 
Scholars in rooms of the character of these, with every- 
thing about them uninviting, never take the interest 
or make so rapid advancement in their studies as those | 
in suitable school rooms with attractive surroundings. 
The interests of education, the health of the scholars 
and the honor of the place all require a better school 
building there. 

The efficiency of our teachers, and schools likewise, 
we think are underestimated by the citizens, and es- 
pecially by those who never visit the schools. We be- 
lieve it has been the constant aim of prudential com- 
mittees for the last three or four years, at least, to se- 
cure the services of none but first-class teachers. Not 
that mistakes, common to all humanity, have not at 
times been made in the selection of teachers, but in 
the main those selection have been eminently success- 
ful, and the district, as a rule, has had the best teach- 
ing talent that the means provided would secure. The 
great difficulty, and often failures, in attempts to sup- 
ply the places of one of these teachers, when made va-

cant-by reason of wounds from Cupid’s arrows, or by 
other causes, often attest this fact. The best available 
teachers that can be found not only in Rochester, but 
wherever they may be, are placed in the village schools, 
and as a whole are a very superior corps of teachers. 
True there may be others nearer home equally well 
qualified, but if so, their abilities have not come into 
notice. There may be, and doubtless are, those with 
better literary qualifications than some now employed 
in the district. But literary qualifications are by no 
means the only requisite for successful teaching. It is 
not so much what a teacher knows as what he may be- 
able to impart. One might have all the literary at- 
tainments of Newton, and yet, if without the tact and 
enthusiasm prosessed by the illiterate Cromwell, utter- 
ly fail in the school room. No one in any sphere can 
ever arrive to any great degree of success unless he 
has a love for and is enthusiastic in his work. But inno 
calling is this love and enthusiasm more indispensable 
than in that of the teacher: He stamps his own spirit 
upon his school. If he is all aglow with enthusiasm 
he imparts the same spirit to his pupils, giving them 
a zest and relish for school-roora duties. Enthusiasm 
in a school is like “ the heat which softens the iron that 
it may receive an impress from the hammer.” One 
teacher will fail to teach a child the alphabet in two 
terms of twelve weeks each, another will teach it to 
the same child in eight or ten days. Enthusiasm in 
the one and the absence of it in the other, makes the 
difference ; one day’s school of the one is worth a 
week of the other. Teachers, otherwise competent, 
who are able to infuse their schools with this spirit, 
-are, perhaps, not like ‘‘ angel visits,’ but are rare in- 
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deed. And, so long as supply governs prices, such 
teachers will command better pay than ordinary mill 
and shop hands. : 

One of the greatest evils in our schools is irregular- 
ity of attendance. During the last year twenty per 
cent., one out of every five of the pupils of our schools, 
have on an average been absent from them each day. 
Most of the schools of any standing in the state or 
country report not more than half that amount. 
Scholars absent one day in five must lose one fifth of 
their recitations, and be incapacitated to understand 
_the other four-fifths. Thus they not only throw away 
their own schooling, but work an injury to all their 
classmates by retarding their progress. If parents 
would correct this evil, and that of tardiness as well, 
for both of which in the main they are accountable, 
we feel sure there would be less occasion to disparage 
our schools or teachers.

One class of the High School as now constituted, 
properly belongs to the Grammar School, and their 
studies are not prescribed in the foregoing course, but 
are to be found in the Grammar School course of 
study.
